the  pianoforte),  both  in  frequent  performances  at  the  Conservatory, 
and,  more  recently,  at  a Symphony  luncheon  at  the  Copley  Plaza 
Hotel. 

The  Scholarship  Fund  not  only  provides  assistance  to  students 
in  the  continuance  of  their  study,  but  also  enables  others  who  are 
talented  and  well  qualified  to  enjoy  the  advantages  of  the  Opera  School.
